WASHINGTON' i.Ti- British movie 


comedian Charlie Chaplin has sur- 
rendered his U.S. reentry permit, 
indicating he does not intend to re- 
sume residence in this country. 


The action was announced today 


by the justice department. The 
depaitmem last year posted a stop 
order against Chaplin at all Amer- 
ican ports after he had gone to 
Europe on a visit. 


That order, made effective by 


former Attorney General James P. 
McGranery, lequircs that the actor 
submit to i eexammation upon his 
return, to establish his rcadmissi- 
bility to the United States.

war would be over by the following 
June 30. 


At the outset, this meant budget- 


ing figures were based on the as- 
sumption it would be over in six 
months or so; in subsequent years, 
that it would be over in the 12 
months of. the fiscal year begin- 
ning each July 1. 


Set Policy 


Byrd insisted such a directive 


amounted in a fact to a policy de- 
termining the conduct of the war. 
And Decker said it had played a 
major 
part in the ammunition 


shortage. 


Decker was the mam witness as 


a senate armed services subcom- 
nittee resumed hearings on Koiean 
ammunition shortages as icported 
from the field. 


Decker said the clnective first 


came to the army 
fiom Gen. 


George C. Marshall, secretary of 
defense in 1950, and a similar di- 
rective had been handed down dur- 
ing the time that Robert A. Lovett 
was secretary of defense. 


Decker said he didn't know how

He said the directive to assume 


the war would end on each June 
SO, in preparing the military budg- 
et, was cancelled when the new 
secretary of defense, Charles E.

"It certainly is," Decker said

planning for the war. 


"Those are instructions not to 


do anything," Byrd said. And lat- 
er he added that the directive may 
be a basic reason why there was 
no real ammunition piotluction un- 
til two years after the Koicnn War 
began.

According to the contract a time 


unit of 120 days was stipulated for 
completion of the work. 


Commissioner C. I... Ballard, who 


ast week said he would oppose the 
Hugh's offer, voted in favor of the 
•ontfactor's bid in that the contract 
•ailed for a time limit. 


Ballaid said that he had exper- 


encerl instances in the past when 
he Hughes' company worked with- 
out a deadline and gave rise to 
criticism by neighbors in the area 
of construction. 


He commented that in pievious 


instances, police had received corn- 
plants from citizens on Hughes' 
work in that the area of construc- 
tion was inadequately lighted, there 
were no pioper safety barriers, and 
the construction was slow. 


Mayor William V. Slothowcr told 


citizens-at the meeting that the 
ability of a sewer contractor to 
meet any deadline depends primar- 
ily on the weather. 


Rallaid emphasized that when a 


contiactor takes over a project, he 
is responsible for what happens in 
the nroa of construction. 


His objections to the Hughes' of- 


fer also stemmed fiom the fact 
that the contractor was not too co- 
opeiative with police. 


Welch tolrl the council that he 


waited for what seemed "a very 
long time" for a freight train to 
pass on the switch tracks along 
River street in the vicinity of the 
Galena and Peona avenue bridges. 


He said the train included far 


inoie cars than would be safe for 
Dixon, 
He estimated that there 


were more than 25 cars on the 
train posing a threat to the ef- 
fectiveness of emergency vehicles. 


The 
commissioner 
wondered 


what would happen in the case 
fire or ambulance calls that would 
call for emergency equipment to 
cross the tracks when a long train 
was passing. 


l/ist night, the train halted traf- 


fic on both bridges causing a 
temporary jam in traffic, which 
in an emergency could result in 
serious consequences, Welch con- 
tended. 


He said that if there is no law 


to limit the length of trains' and 
the number of cars hauled at one 
time, the council should at least 
make an appeal to the railroad for 
shorter trams. 


Welt h recognized the fact that 


financial arguments might be in- 
lioduecd against the proposition in 
that it is probably less expensive 
to haul more cars at one time.

Stewardess 
Heroine of 
Air Crash 


Hobbles for Help 
For 19 Survivors 
On Plane Crackup 


SEATTLE, UP) — Rescuer 


followed a trail of blood left 
in deep snow by a plucky 
stewardess Tuesday and 
brought 19 airline crash sur- 
vivors out of the wild Cascade 
mountains. 


Six others were killed in the 


crash. 


The DC3 plane, chartered by the 


Army to fly 22 servicemen from 
Scranton. Pa., and Washington 
D. C., to Seattle, plunged into thick 
trees after one of its two engines 
failed and ice formed on its wings 


Spot Stewardess 


Arduous, day-long rescue work 


began after the stewardess, Mrs 
Adra Long of Berkeley, 
Calif, 


was spotterd hobbling down the 
mountainside. 
Her winding foot 


prints were splotched with blood 
Sh« had struggled six miles from 
the crash despite a long gash in 
her leg and severe chest injuries 


She told rescuers she regained 


consciousness after the crash "stil 
sitting in my chair. I had been 
thrown clear of the plane." 


This was at approximately 2:30 


a.m. 
The position: 40 miles south- 


east of Seattle at the 3.000-foot 
level. Snow was five feet deep. 


"I couldn't stand it up there." 


she said. "I had to see if I couldn't 
get out and get some help. One of 
those boys up there had one of 
his legs almost torn off. He was 
suffering teribly." 


Trees Break Fall 


The death toll was not higher 


because trees broke the plane's 
fall. 
Wings were torn from the 


craft. The fuselage broke in two, 
the forward section badly smashed 
and the rear half virtually intact. 


The pilot, co-pilot and four serv 


icemen were fatally injured. 


The only other survivor to walk 


out was Pvt. Odell Matthews- of 
Washington, D. C. All the others 
were carried to a tiny helicopter 
landing spot less than a mile from 
the wreckage and to trucks which 
followed bulldozers up the moun 
tain to within a quarter mile of 
th« cold and pain-wracked survi- 
vors. 


One of the survivors who spent 


the day awaiting rescue was Pvt. 
Howard Wormuth. 21. Carbondale, 
Pa., who said the plane had had 
engine trouble out of Chicago and 
had to ictuin theie for servicing. 


Kngine .Missing 


Later, he said, "it seemed to me 


that the engine was missing. All 
night long, I didn't think we were 
going to make it. 
A lot of the 


other boys felt the same way. We 
were On only one engine when the 
plane crashed. First thing I knew 
I was thrown out on the snow.

WASHINGTON— (#)— The 


United Nations command was 
reported about ready today 
to accept the 
Communists' 


suggestion for resumption of 
the Korean truce talks which 
have been bogged down since 
last October. 


Informed officials said the U.N. 


probably will accept the Red pro- 
posal that war prisoners who re- 
fuse to go home be placed under 
control of a neutral nation. 


Switzerland reportedly may be 


the U.N. choice of a truly neutral 
nation which would be satisfactory 
to U.S. There was no indication 
whether she would be acceptable 
to the Communists. 


Should Refuse 


Rep. Short (R-Mo), meanwhile, 


said the U.S. should refuse to un- 
dertake 
any peace negotiations 


that would leave Korea divided. A 
peace 
conference 
would 
follow 


agreement on a cease-fire. 


"There can be no permanent 


peace or stability in the Far East 
or in the world with a divided Ko- 
rea," said Short, chairman of the 
house armed services committee. 


"After all of the cost in tremen- 


dous battle casualties and billions 
of dollars for the Korean war, w« 
can be content with nothing short 
of complete victory." 


The Chinese and North Korean 


Communists have Insisted that 
agreement on exchange of aick and 
wounded prisoners should be fol- 
lowed by resumption of full truce 
talks. 


The Reds have offered to waive 


their previous insistence on forci- 
ble repatriation of prisoners by 
agreeing to have them sent to a 
neutral country. 


The exchange of sick and wound- 


ed prisoners is scheduled to get 
under way next week. 


Rep. 
Short's declaration 
that 


there should be no peace settle- 
ment which would leave Korea di- 
vided followed disclosure last week 
that there have been administra- 
tion discussions, at least informal- 
ly. on the possibility of a peace 
settlement which would leave Ko- 
rea divided at its narrow waist, 
some 80 miles north of the present 
battle lines. The White House de- 
nied one story which said the gov- 
ernment was willing to settle for 
such a division.

Forecast of Immortality Is 


* 
Wondrous—and Frightening 


Writing in Look magazine, William L. Lawrence, science 


. reporter of the New York Times, says science is on the 


threshold of new discoveries that may make it possible for 
human beings virtually to live forever. 


Now, this seemingly fantastic forecast can't be dismissed 


- lightly, for Laurence is not a science-fiction writer. He is 


a respected specialist who in 1940 successfully predicted the 


; coming atomic age and was singled out by the U. S. as the 
one writer to tell the people the official story of the atomic 


' bomb. He saw the bomb fall on Nagasaki. 


He says science has learned that the chemical organizer 


which in the early or embryonic stage of all life differen- 
tiates cells into the various organs and tissues never really 
leaves the living creature at all. 


It remains on hand, he says, and does important "repair 


- jobs" throughout life, healing wounds and in spectacular 
cases, like the tadpole, regenerating lost limbs. One scientist 
found he could grow new heads into the tails of adult sala- 
manders by transplanting bits of so-called connective tissue, 
an unspecialized material. 


The experimenters have concluded that these regenera- 


tive powers remain in all living things, including human be- 


- ings, and that, given proper conditions, they can rebuild en- 


tire new organisms from the embryonic phase. 
*

» 


What they don't know yet is the exact nature of the 


chemical organizer, nor the conditions it needs to perform 
on the grand scale the work it did originally in building the 
living body. But Laurence seems to believe the answers will 
be found. 


At best this promised immortality won't be a true foun- 


tain of youth, though, for your present body would age and 
die just as it does now. You would be reborn from regenera- 
tive cells removed from your body before the aging process 
had gone too far, and would go through babyhood again to 
become an exact physical copy of your original self. You 
would have no memory of your former existence. 


Laurence says even we living today can take advantage 


of this prospect, but we cannot know when in history we 
would return, since it depends on science. All we can do is 
have someone slice off a piece of our scar tissue from any 
wound, at the moment that tissue starts forming. For it con- 
tains the vital rebuilding chemicals. The tissue could be 
placed in a jar of preserving fluids and kept indefinitely, even 
for centuries if necessary. 


The prospect is at once staggeringly wonderful and 


thoroughly frightening. We won't try to suggest what pop- 
ulation difficulties would ensue, nor what would happen to 
the world's economic and political structure. 
We are in- 


trigued by some of the more personal problems.

First, somebody would have to take charge of the vital 


jars holding the seeds of many future lives. Control of this 
department would bring matchless power. Bureaucratic de- 
cisions or clerical errors could delay your reappearance on 
the scene for decades, or maybe altogether. You would hardly 
be in a position to sue.

metabolism between minus 15 and 
plus 15 is considered about normal 
and as a general rule means that 
the body is burning its fuel about 
right. If the metabolism is much 
more than plus 15 one is probably 
using up food and tissues too fast 
and this may explain nervousness 
and loss of weight. 


Most likely this is the result of 


a toxic goiter and medical or sur- 
gical treatment may be needed. 
LNDEKACT1VE GLAND 


Sometimes the metabolism may 


be far below the usual range. This 
does not always mean that the 
thyroid gland is underactive and 
that one must take thyroid extract 
to make up the deficiency. But a 
low rate can mean this and some- 
times people feel enormously bet- 
ter if they get the needed boost 
from thyroid extract. 


The basal metabolism test has 


been 
of great help in making 


diagnoses and deciding how to 
treat those in whom the results ar« 
out of line.

With complete and accuiate rec- 


ords, the secretary of state could 
single out motorists demonstrated 
to be habitually reckless or as 
having a general disrespect' of 
traffic 
laws and suspend their 


driver's license. 


The Carpentier proposal would 


spell out the secreary's power, 
now questionable, to icquire re- 
examination on five days notice of 
any driver he has good cause to 
believe has become incompetent. 


Two other provisions would do 


away with the need for notarizing 
driver's license applications and 
for signing the license on the re- 
verse side to render it valid. 


The suggested 
new act would 


stiffen some of the piesent penal- 
ties for traffic infractions, most 
notably the punishment for driving 
after a license has been suspended 
or revoked.
